The Value of Sweep’ Tickets 

The holder of one of.the tickets: that 
have drawn Cragadour in tho. Stock 
Exchange sweep hos sold half of it for 
£9,000. A mathematician has taken 
the trouble to work out what jis the 
exact value. of such a ticket on the 
basis of the value:of the prizes and: the 
horses market price. The ticket is 
worth £500 even if the horse does not 
run. The price of Cragadour at the 
moment is 5 to 1—which means that he 
has one-sixth chance of winning the 
balance of the first prize, viz., £124,500, 
Then there are the second, third and 
fourth prizes, of half, a fourth and an 
eighth of that value. Place betting is 
usually at a fourth of the odds to win, 
ao it would be in this case 6 to 4 
agajnst the horse finishing first, second 
or third. If the fourth place were in- 
cluded, aa it is not in starting-price 
betting, the odds would be shorter and 
the chance grefter, but we may neglect 
that for the sake of simplicity. As 
there are four chances in nine of get- 
ting a place among the first four, we 
may say there is one chance in nine of 
getting any individual place of the four. 
We may, therefore, add to @ fifth of 
the first prize a ninth of each of the 
other three—always first subtracting 
the £500 that accrues to the’ ticket in 
any case. These sums (added to the 
£600) amount to £20,760, $7,199, 
£3,600, and £1,800, 8 total of £33,849, 
Holders of such chances, of: course, 
always have to accept 8 good deal lesp 
than their actual value, because there 
are few prepared to deal with them in 
such sums.

rife as it ever was in the days 
of degenerate Tsardom; and, 
thirdly, because it gives us a 
glimpse of Moscow from a native 
who has lived through the ten

surroundings ‘as he. describe. 

The book 4a decidedly humorous 
but its humour is more broad than 
subtle, It will not appeal to read- 
ers of Aldous Huxley. It des- 
eribes the sordid adventures of 
two scapegraces, an accountant 
and a fanior clerk, who decamp 
with twelve thousand roubles 
from Moscow to Leningrad. We 
see glimpses of the tawdry night 
life in Peter’s capital where vodka 
is obtained as easily as whisky is 
in New York, and also silhouettes 
of the miserable village life in 
Russia. 

Relaxing Censorship

The hero of this modern inven- 
tive romance, which is of special 
jnterent because it started in China, 
is Anatol Josepho, a Russian who 
some four years ago lived as a re- 
fugee, in none too happy circum- 
stances, in North China, first in 
Tientsin and later in Shanghai. 
Now le is a millionaire living in 
the United States ! 


A Small Beginning 

Josepho was a professional photo- 
grapher in Russia before the re- 
volution, and when he went to 
Tientsin in the latter part of 1925, 
with limited capital he opened a 
small photographic studio in Vie- 
doria-road, British Concession, in 
conjunction with another Russian 
named A. Keimach. Even in those 
days Josepho was noted in Tientsin 
Sor the originality of hia work. 
met with success in ut amall mea- 
sure, 

Put Josepho was a man of ambi- 
tion and Tientsin with its small 
European population could not 
offer him much, so the following 
year he transferred his activities 
to Shimphai, where he also speedily 
became well-known ax a yhelogra- 
pher of nate. 

A man of an inventive turn of 
mind, Josepho had visions of wealth 
when an idea occurred to him as 
the result of his great interest in 
photography. The idea came to 
him from a long. painstaking and 
close study of photography in all 
its aspects, including kinematogra- 
phy. His inventive mind conceiv- 
ed the possibility of combining both 
the “still? and “movie” phases of 
photography for every day studio 
purpose. 

A Revolution 

Josepho's mechanical ability re- 
sulted, after considerable labour 
and experiment, in Photomaton 
being presented to the world, and it 
was hailed everywhere us a revolu- 
tion in the history of photography. 

After perfecting his invention in 
Shanghai, Josepho took it to Ameri- 
ca where he sold the patent 
rights for a million dollars! - 

Subsequently Britain bought the 
right of operating the Photomaton 
throughout the world, outside of 
the United States. The Far Kast- 
ern Photomaton Corporation, 
Ltd. which operates the new in- 
vention in Hong Kong, kolds the 
rights for the whole of China, 
Japan, India, the Maly States, 
Egypt and other Eastern terri- 
tories. 

So much for the romance of the 
invention of Photomaton. Now to 


which dries the atrip. The whole 
of the developing process, includ- 
ing the drying, takes exactly eight 
minutes and then the completed 
strips are shot down a chute to a 
long, narrow box in the lower part 
of the back of the machine, where 
it is taken up by the attendant and 
handed to the patron. 

This is the only time that the 
“snaps” are touched by human 
handa, everything being done 
mechanically from the moment the 
subject sits in front of the camera 
to the time the pictures are shot 
out of the chute. ‘ 

As the actual sitting for the 
“snaps occupies not More than 16 
accands, and the developing pro- 
ress takes eight minutes, the sitter 
can eave the studio with his photos 
in his pocket in Jess than 10 
minutes! The advantage of this 
for a person who want photos 
taken in a burry, say for passport 


He lpurpose, is obvious. 


Absence of Fuss 

The sitting before the camera is 
done with a complete absence of 
fuss in the arranging of the sub- 
ject, as the aim of Photomaton is 
to photograph the sitter in natural 
attitudes without any mechanical 
stiffness of pose. The subject can 
move about, try any pose he 
pleases, laugh or look sad, talk and 
gesticulate, At is all caught by the 
eumera’s eye and faithfully vepro- 
duced, thus making Photomato- 
xraphs not only works of art but 
character studies. 

In the front part of the Photo- 
maton machine is a sitver screen 
with a black square in the centre 
and flood lights above. The sub- 
ject sits opposite this on a round 
revolving stool, adjustable accord- 
ing to his height. After the proper 
height has been found, the subject 
sits well back, without leaning, 
turns slightly to the right and 
faces the screen. That is all, the 
machine does the rest. 
A brass disc is 
ped into a slot 
attendant and the lights 
switched on. It is a power- 
ful light and rather startling at 
first. In a matter of seconds, how- 
ever, the eyes become accustomed 
to the glare, and then with the 
machine clicking softly, the camera 
does its work.

“snaps” taken in one position, only 
changing facial expressions, or

More than that, he 
gave the first great impetus to Lon- 
don to realise itself, by his fateful 
years as the first Chairman of the 
London County Counell, and before 
he retired altogether from public 
life his speeches earned for him the 
title “the orator of Empire.” -And 
yet has he died at 82 leaving ber 
hind him the memory of all these 
things and a curious sensation of 
failure over all. Many causes have 
been assigned for ao certain 
instability, a curious lack of perais- 
tence in Lord Rosebery's character.

Useful Points For 
Motorists

without accident. Again, even the 
most careful of drivers may, on 
some occasions, make a mistake, the 
consequences of which may be 
serious. 

It follows, therefore, that no 
motorist is any the worse off by 
reason of his knowledge of what 
we may call “accident law,” and 
that the majority of motorists may 
find that a little knowledge on the 
subject will prove of considerable 
assistance to them in an emer- 
wency. 

A Duty 


The first point that arises for 
consideration is the duty that lies 
upon all motorists’ whenever they 
have been involved in an accident 
which involves any other person, 
or any horse or vehicle in 
charge of any other person, 
to stop, and if asked, to supply 
their name and address, and in 
addition the name and address of 
the owner of the car, and the num- 
ber of the car. A motorist who 
neglects these duties is not only 
committing an offence under the 
Motor Car Act. but is also making 
1 very strong suggestion to the 
effect that he is to blame for the 
accident in question. If there was 
any dixpute as to which of two per- 
sone was to blame for a particular

MOTOR-CYCLE' TRIAL 


Heavy Going For Annual 
Event 


.| BAD WEATHER CONDITIONS 

Weather conditions in the fifth 
annual Motor Cycle Trial in Singa- 
pore could hardly have been worse. 
In pouring rain 44 competitors 
started from the Racecourse, yet 
the organisation went without a 
hitch, and great credit ia due to 
the 78 marshals who carried out 
their duties in the weather, says 
the “Straits Times.” 

Proceeding east via Serangoon 

Road, competitors followed Paya 
Lebar Road and Tanjong Katong 
Road. Here the going was most 
treacherous. A film of oi] turned 
the roadway to a slippery surface 
where control of the machine was 
most difficult, several competitors 
skidding and coming off. Siglap 
Road, where one of the largest 
direction posts on the island is 
erected, was missed by several 
riders, who suffered disqualifica- 
tion for their oversight. 
In the first Colonial Section 
competitors negotiated a bridge 
over Sungei Bedok, and after a 
sandy surface along the coast ar- 
rived in Changi Road. This section 
was not responsible for many lost 
marks, Tampenis, Upper Seran- 
goon and Pongol Roads were easy 
going at z6 miles per hour. From 
Pongol to Yoo Chu Kang an Estate 
Road was traversed, then Thomson 
Road, from which the route passed 
through most difficult country.

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INDUSTRIAL TRUCKS 


’ Petrol And Electric 
Types | 


An interesting g article under the 
&bove heading appeared in a re- 
cent issue of Cassier’s Industrial 
Management and Mechanical 
Handling, the object being to give 
a comparison, as far as possible, 
of the merits and demerits of the 
two types. ‘As is well known, the 
use of power-operated appliances 
for the handling of materials, 
parts and finished producta | 
wherever possible is one of the 
‘essentials of efficient production, 
und in view of this we are sive 
ing a review of the points made 
by the writer. ; 

In making such #& comparison 
it ig necessary not only to cam- 
‘ware the vehicles themselves, bul 
ta take ints account 
ability of each to the varied con- 
ditions and duties which con- 
i <titute modern goods handling 
problems, One machine may be 
able to carry a greater load than 
{the other up the prevailing {n- 
clines, or it may eliminate toa 
greater extent the operations in- 
cidental to the movement of 
goods. For instance, if trucks 
were proposed for the changing 
of heavy press dies, one machine 
might take the dies from the stor- 
age racks, transport them to the 
room, and automatically 
them to the level of the 
press table. The other might 
only be able to carry from store 
to press 

In the first case, the only re- 
maining operation would be the 
sliding of the dies from truck to 
press, whereds in the second case 
labour and lifting gear would be 
neceasary at each end of the jour- 
ney. The former machine would 
justify a greater initial dutlay thy 
renson of its saving of time and 
'd labour, and ils minimising of con- 
tingent risks. which vary almost 
Qirectly as the number of. separ- 
ate operations. 


General Feutures 

The general features of the two 
types of truck were dealt with in 
the following order:—design, ap- 
plication, operating and/or handl- 
ing costs. 

As regards design, the princi- 
pal difference is. of course, the 
power unit, and the writer gives 
curves which show that in the 
case of the electric motor the 
maximum torque is exerted when 
the current is supplied to the 
standing machine. As speed is 
attained the driving force falls 
gradually. On account of this 
the truck can start immediately 
from rest with ful! Joad and can 
climb severe gradients without 
the necessity for a clutch or 
change of gear. Full speed is at- 
tained on the Jevel in two or 
three seconds. and the truck au- 
tomatically assumes its appro- 
priate apeed on all gradients with- 
in its capacity because the feriv> 
increases with falling speed. 

As regards the petrol engine. 
when starting from rest the en- 
xine has to be run up to speed 
and the clutch. then engaged, has 
to slip until the truck attains a 
speed appropriate to the engine 
revolutions. 

If a compromise be arranged 
with the idea of reducing the 
number of gear changes, it can 
only be done at the expense of 
service, and fuel consumption is 
increased. If no change gears 
be used, the truck will either 
climb well and be slow on the level, 
or it wil] have reasonable speed on 
the level and ‘be wnable to 
climb any but the flattest of 
gradients. The fixed gear ratio is 
chosen to give whatever truck 
feature will be least disadvan- 
tageous, and the machine can 
make no claim to economy in 
fuel.

For example, the handling of a 
load may net only involve carri- 
age from one place to another, 
but also storing at a height from 
the ground. Obviously the use of 
a tiering truck or stacking 
machine in such a ease will be 
of the greatest advantage. 
this connection it is pointed out 
that the battery of the electric 
truck can be used for power- 
driven auxiliaries either perman- 
ently or temporarily, whereas the 
petrol engine does not lend itself 
readily to application to other ap- 
pliances carried by the truck. 
Operating Costs 

There remains the question of 
operating costs, and here the 
writer gives a series of 5 tables 
taken for a year’s working. Ac- 
cording to three of these, i-e., for 
trucks of l-ton, 1%-tons and 
2-244 tons capacity, the petrol 
truck costs from 12% to 50 per 
cent. more to operate than an 
electric truck carrying the same 
load. In the fourth table a 2-ton 
electric tipping truck compares 
very favourably with a i-ton 
petrol tipping truck as regards the 
actual cost per ton handled, while 
the fifth shows the relative value 
of a petrol elevating truck and 
an electric tiering truck when un- 
loading goods from a road vehicle 
and conveying them to a store. 
In this case the cost per ton 
handled by the electric truck is 
little more than half that dealt 
with by the petrol truck. 

The principal points in favour 
of the petro! truck ure its lower 
initial cost, and the fact that it 
can operate at some distance from 
its base. There is also the high- 


er speed, when this can be em-! 


ployed. 

In addition to the advantages 
already claimed for it, nowever, 
the electric truck can also be 
vperated ‘continuously by employ- 
ing two batteries (and modern 
electric trueks are arranged for 
quick interchange of batteries). 
The truck itself is also much 
easier to handle, and there are 
the further advantages, of « ourse. 
of cleanliness, silence, absence of 
exhaust fumes, &c. 

The early electric trucks\ were 
of American origin, but# now 
numerous forms of British-built 
trucks of unsurpassed design ‘and 
construction are being installed to 
meet every requirement. One of 
the leading firms making electric 
+ dustrial] trucks is Ransomes, 
Sims & Jefferies, Ltd.. of Ipswich, 
England, who were the first Bri- 
tish manufacturers of this type of

“ROAD PROBLEMS 
Maires And The “Road 
Hog ” 


With the return of spring French 
motorists are beginning to talk 
ence more of the state of the roads, 
and to ask what is being done to 
save the splendid road system of 
France from the terrible state of 
disrepair in which it stood at the 
end of the War. 

Of course some of the patches 
which are bad from the motorist’s 
point of view, are excellent from 
that of the local municipality. The 
country town, whose streets were 
paved with stone setts long before 
tar, or even macadam was heard of, 
and who afforded in those days and 
to the traffic of those days much 
better going than the surrounding 
country, has discovered quite a 
new reason for not changing its 
ancient habits; for motorists who 
bump over the cobbles are almost 
obliged to slow down, if only to save 
their springs. The narrow and 
twisted streets of old French towns 
supply a similar salutary brake— 
for by-pass roads are rare, if not 
unknown. 

As for the villages, the Maires 
who gradually realised that it was 
useless to put up notices—they atill 
survive, however—commanding the 
reduction of speed to 20 kilometres 
or 12% miles an hour, have dis- 
covered that they can produce al- 
most the same result by maintaining 
an ancient ‘but useful open gutter 
across the street, instead of re- 
placing it by a pipe under the sur- 
face, and are not tempted to make 
any change by being told that the 
gutter prevents cups of tea being 
served to travellers in the sleeping 
berths of motor omnibuses as in 
| England. 


The Grant System 

Yet something is being done. 
The Finance Law of 1929, which 
was passed last December, raised 
the credits for road repair from 
475 millions to 605 millions of 
francs. Much of the trouble arises 
from the fact that it is only the 
routes nationales or main roads 
which are paid for by the central 
Government. There are other 
classes of roads whose upkeep falls 
upon the Department, and others, 
again, which are repaired by the 
commune or parish. The village 
road-master, or cantonnier, takes 
his orders from the road authority 
of his district, but it 4s the village 
which pays the cost of what he does. 

A certain part of the expenses of 
the repair of these departmental 
and communal roads {s paid 
grants from Paris out of the prot 
teeds of motor taxation; ‘but as 
these grants are strictly proportion- 
ed to the mileage of road, it often 
happens that the poorest districts, 
often the most picturesque and the 
most frequented by motorists, get 
less than their fair share. Some 
part. of thia inequality has been re- 
medied ‘by a special grant of 110 
millions of francs, allotted, for the 
first time this year, to districts 
where traffic is particularly inten- 
sive, but there is a growing move- 
ment in favour of unifying the 
whole road system of France and 
placing it under a centra) authority, 
not the least of whose advantages 
would be that it would be removed 
from questions of local politics. 

Main Roads from Paris 

These electoral considerations also 
stand in the way of all the projects 
for reorganizing the main road 
{asues from the big towns, and 
especially from Paris. Fortunate- 
ly, the outer suburbs are not yet so 
much built over, that wide main 
roads could not be cut through 
them in suitable places, if the claims 
of garages and other traders could 
ve ignored, and if action could be 
taken at once. It would be neces- 
sary strictly to limit the number of 
such main roads, and they could 
probably be reduced to seven, the 
roads to St. Germain and Normandy, 
to Chantilly and the north, to] 
Meaux and the east, to Vincennes 
and the Vosges, to Fontainebleau 
and the Riviera, and to-Orleans and 
the Loire. 

Those main outlets from Paris 
could most admirably he linked to- 
gether if the town would follow {ts 
ancient tradition. and make the 
fortifications of one age into the. 
boulevards of the next, . All the 
present boulevards’ were -once the 
walls of a- city which’ repeatedly 
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burst its bonds, and, on the site of 
the fortifications, which are now 
being destroyed, a splendid wide 
road might be made all round Paris.

TRANSMISSION 


New Versions of Old 
Ideas 


At the present time, while the pro- 
duction departments of the car fac- 
tories ure striving to keep to time 
with deliveries, the experimental 
staffs are equally busy, their con- 
cern being the testing and develop- 
ment of new ideas for 1930. 

The gearbox used to-day ia near- 
ly 30 years old in essentials, re- 
marks “The Motor”; the free-wheel 
mechanism is much older, and yet 
only recently were serious attempts 
made to combine the two for use on 
cars. This is one development of 
first-class importance and many 
motorists will be trying the com- 
bination for the first time during 
the coming suramer season. The 
idea of using two clutches, one be- 
hind the engine and the other be- 
hind the gearbox, has also been re- 
guscitaled quite recently. and many 
experiments are now being made 
with various types of mechanism— 
frictional. sel f-engaging and 8G 
forth—-for the rearmost clutch. 

Thirdly, there are the adherents 
of the epievelic principle who are 
using various elaborations, such 
as self-adjusting and electro 
miynets, ta improve a class of 
mechanism that has been known to 
engineers for many years. Addi- 
tionally there are modifications 
galore to (he orthodox gearbox. 
Several quite promising infinitely 
variable gears are alxo being tested. 

At the present time the outcome 
of all these activities is by no means 
certain, and motorists may safely 
huy and ure new cars without fear- 
ing that a sudden discovery may 
render them obsolete, It is, how- 
over, Clear that the car manufac: 
turer now concurs with the view 
which we have xo often expressed, 
namely, thal in the modern car, with 
ity aniversal appeal, a piece of ap- 
paratus so difficult to handle as the 
prthodox transmission is sadly out 
of place. The line of advance tenda 
obviously to lie in the adaptation of 
existing and known mechanisms 
rather than in the production of en- 
tirely new systems.

Chief Constable’s 
Protest 


Careless pedestrians and reckless 
motorists were both ’ criticised, be- 
fore the Royal Commission on 
Transport. 

Major H. E. Chapman, giving 
evidence on behalf of the County 
Chief Constables’ Conference, said 
that by a large majority Chief 
Constables were in favour of the 
control of traffic remaining in the 
hands of the police. A very strong 
point advanced ‘by them was that 
of the insufficlent penalties im- 
posed by magistrates as a deterrent 
in cases of dangerous driving. 

Penalties should be made more 
severe for the first offence, and, in 
subsequent cases, suspension of 
licences be enforced, “I have seen 
such fools on the road,” added the 
Major, “that they ought not to have 
had licences at all!’’ 

Captain John A. Moore, Chief 
Constable of Huddersfield, and Mr. 
James A. Wilson, Chief Constable 
of Cardiff, gave evidence on behalf 
of the Chief Constables’ Associa- 
tion. The executive committee of 
the association considered that 60 
per cent, of street accidents in which 
persons were killed or injured in 
towns were due to lack of care or 
thought on the part of pedestrians. | 
The large proportion of the per- 
centage was due to people carelessly 
crossing the road, called “jay-walk- 
ing” in America. 

Ear) Howe, who said he was con- 
nected with three or four of the 
largest motoring organisations in 
the country, advocated, so far as 
country districts were concerned, 
the formation of a special:branch of 
officer to control traffic. The num- 
bers need not necessarily be large. 

“My idea would be,” he sald, 
“that while armed with the ordinary 
police officer’s power of arrest they 
should really be designed much 
more with the idea of assisting 
drivers.” ,

Speed Racing On New 
oe Roads 


“Jt ia a very remarkable thing 
that the most dangerous occupation 
in life seems to ‘be that of the 
pedestrian.” 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks made 
thia observation at the annual Jun- 
cheon of the National Safety 
First Assodiation at the Hotel Vic- 
toria. He had drawn attention to 
the remarkable fact that whereas 
industrial accidents were steadily 
diminishing, the toll of the road was 
increasing year by year. 

Sir William commented on the 
lack of public interest in industrial 
accidents, In respect of these in 
the last ten yeara over £60,000,000 


had been paid in workmen’s com-° 


pensation. So far as he had been 
able to form an estimate, the total 
cost to industry of the accidents 
was four times the sum actually 
paid in compensation.—£240,000,000 
in ten years. 

Much had been done by safety 
first organisations to reduce the 
number, of industrial accidents, Sir 
William instanced the case of a 
large undertaking which, since it 
had adopted safety first methods, 
had been able to effect a saving on 
its insurance premium of 4s. per 
$100 of wages. The size of the 
undertaking could be judged from 
the fact that the annual saving on 
insurance premiums which thereby 
resulted amounted to £1,000. 

“The general public are more 
interested in accidents on the road,” 
continued the Home Secretary. 
“While I have been able to give you 
this wonderful diminution of indus- 
trial accidents, I have no such re- 
cord to give you of road accidents. 

In 1928 more than twice as Many 
persons were kiJled in road accid- 
ents as there were in induatrial ac- 
cidents. 

Something Must be Done 

Between 1926 and 1928 the num- 
ber of persons killed on the roads 
increased from 4,886 to 6,138. Of 
that number 3,265 were pedestrians, 
men and women Who were entitled 
to be on the King’s highway, pursu- 


ing their ordinary avocations, not 
engaged in dangefous trades, but 
just walking about the streets. 

“T want to aay quite frankly to 
the greal motoring community that 
something has got to be done in 
regard to this question. 

“Tam constantly being pressed in 
the House of Commons—-and rightly 


| so-—to know what eteps are going 


to be taken to stop the . driving 
which is the cause of all these ac- 
cidents. 1 am not denying. that 
there is a good deal of carélessness 
on the part of foot passengers. 

“T know that «good many aceid- 


ents which result in death or injury 


are not caused by the driver of the 
motor vehicle. At the same time, 
you have got this one great fact— 
that the pedestrian is entitled’to be 
there. You never will convince 
walker in the streets that he is 
bound to exercise greater care be- 


‘cause of the introduction of this 


new type of vehicle on the roads. 

“That is the difficulty. By per- 
suasion, by education, we may im- 
prove the alertness and the care the 
foot passenger takes of his own 
life, but you never will be able to 
treat it as a punishable offence that 
a man allows himself to be run over. 
(Laughter.) 

“Therefore it comes back to this, 
that those who are concerned with 
the driving of motor vehicles have 
got to pay very much more regard to 
the safety of the public in order to 
prevent this terrible and ever-grow- 
ing toll of the roads, which grows 
exactly in proportion to the increase 
in the number of motor vehicles on 
the streets. This ja the only or- 
ganisation which can appeal both to 
the pedestrian and the driver, and 
I do ask for greater support from 
the motoring community. : 

Check to Road Hogs’ 

“I appeal to them to prevent the 
increase of the ‘road-hog.’ Speed 
ia undoubtedly increasing, both in 
private and’ public vehicles. Those

CHAN MING-SHU’S REVIEW. 


| Lays Down Motto for Guidance in 
i The Future 

The fourth anniversary of the ¢s- 
tablishment of the Kwang: 
LUN Government was cele 
brated on July 3 at the Gov: 
ernment office in Canton. Nearly 
all the officials of the Government at- 
tended the celebration. The occa- 
sion was taken advantage of by the 
Chairman, General Chan Ming-shu, 
to deliver an address, recalling brief- 
ly the history of the Kwangtung 
Government in the past four years 
and at the same time counselling the 
officials to obey the law and to be 
faithful lo their duties. 

The Chairman said that during 
the last four years there had been 
in reality no Provincial Government. 
At the time of the establishment of 
the Provincial Governmment, a- 
though Yeung Hi-man and Lau 
Tsun-wan (who were anti-Govern- 
ment) had been suppressed in the 
East River districts, there were 
still in the country communists who 
posessed power to direct politics, 
while imperialists were eagerly 
watching for an opportunity to 
violate China's rights 

Finance Neglected 

The mind and energy of the people 
were therefore giverted to military 
affairs, in order tp strive fur the 
preservation of the Kuomintang and 
the National Government. In con- 
sequence, local affairs did not 
receive proper attention, and finan- 
cjal matters were neglected. 

Atter the Jaunching of the 
Northern Expedition, continued the 


dicitis which had caused the post- ; 


ponement of the Coronation. 


\ 
An older generation will recall 


the impressive ceremonies which 


occurred thirty years earlier, when ‘ 


the life of the late King, then 
Prince of Wales, had 
tagatened by typhoid fever. 

Owing to the fact that the work 
of restoring the fabric of London's 
Cathedrr] is not complete, the 
forthcoming service will probably 
be held at Westminster Abbey. 
This will mean a break with an old 
tradition. St. Paul’s has ever been 
the church of national thanksgiv- 
ing, where Sovereign and people 
have been accustomed to join in 
solemn acts of praise. 


Wren’s New Cathedral 

The very first service held in 
Wren's new Cathedral was a 
thanksgiving for the cessation of 
the wars brought about by the 
Peace of Ryswieh. That was‘in the 
time of *King William II. In the 
following reign writes C. Lewis 
Broa in the London “Daily Tele- 
graph”) there was a succession of 
services of thanksgiving for the suc- 
cesses of British arms achieved 
under the leadership of Marl- 
boreugh.

As far as cities and those places 
enjoying the advantages of com- 
munications were concerned, one 
could observe some slight improve- 
ment. But as to the country dis- 
tricts and villages, things were not 
much better. 

“No Government” 

The result accomplised by the 
Four Rehabilitation Districts did 
not fufill expectations, with the 'ex- 
ception, however, of the Western Dis- 
tritt, which, after having = sub- 
dued the bandits, proceeded also to 
to improve the communications.

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proper order, every one should 
faithfully observe this motto.

The corruption 
among the politicians, when we 
examine into the cause, is due ta 
the want of an open policy and 
ta the fnefficiency in the use of 
men of talents; and as to the 
venality of officials, it is because 
they have no moral standard.

actual cash and disappeared with it. 
It is alleged that the two complain- 
ants either suggested the fraud or 
were privy to it. 

I take first all the matter un- 
favourable to the prisoners. There 
is the direct evidence of the com- 
plainant. Her story was clear. 
Chan Ngau, Lam Ping’s mother, was 
old and ill, Her evidence cannot, in 
my opinion, be construed as a 
meticulous account of what happen- 
ed. But, for what it is worth, she 
said that they left the flat with Lam 
Ping, and she heard them after- 
wards say that Lam Ping was de- 
tained, and ask for $50. 

Later’ she said that they, on being 
asked about the rent receipt, said 
eomplainant would get it the next 
day. These two statements she re- 
peated in cross-examination. 

The rest of the evidence for the 
prosecution seems to me to be of 
little value save the Police visit on 
the evening of May 27. 1 
touch on this later.

There is therefore a atrong case 
against them and I will now ex- 
amine the ther side, The com- 
plainant has lost her money.
